Land Settlement Work and Increase 
In Freight Traffic . 


Lan’ settlementin the territory ser- 
ved by the Canadian National Railway 
during the past year has been satis- 
factory. During the year there has 
been a steady influx of first-class ag- 
ricultural settlers in Western Canada, 
Virtually all the settlers coming in 
were ticketed through from starting 
point to destination and dispersed 
over a wide extent of country, a few 
dropping off here and there between 
Winnipeg and the Pacific Coast, con- 
6equently are not now noticed at fix- 
ed distributing centres as they were 
in former years, One outstanding 
feature of the immigration during the 
year was the almost total absence of 
the farmer of the speculating type, the 
men who came in to buy cheap land 
and re-sell, perhaps doing small im- 
provements to encourage buyers. 
Nearly all new settlers were farmers 
of good expericnce’ and possessing 
ample means to buy and equip farms; 
men looking for free grant lands were 
in the minority. 


Most of the land settlement has 
been in the central and north central 
portions of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, though considerable land 
was taken up by new eettlers in the 
Rainy River district, a country, un- 
doubtedly, on the eve of big things 
in the way of agricultural develop- 
ment. An organization is now being 
perfected with the object of promot- 
ing land settlement in that part or 
New Ontario lying between Lake Su- 
perior and the Manitoba boundary. 
It is known that there are thousands 
of acres of land in that territory suit- 
able forgrain growing or stock rais- 
ing. \ 

A continuance of immigration from 
the south is looked for fiext year and 
it is. expected that the movement from 
the British Isles and from Scandinavia 
and Belgium will be resumed on a 
considerable scale. 

The year 1920 may be described as 
a year of returning to normal condi- 
tions, A noticeable feature of the 
year has been the increased volume of 
imports from Great Britain and Con- 
tinental Europe, clearly showing that 


trade isreturning to pre-war chan- 
It can be said that on the Na- 


nels, 
tional Railways the volume of traffic 
was well maintained; indeed, in most 
large increases have been 
shown. Movement of coal 
western mines very materially in- 
creased. The movement of lumber 
from the Pacific Coast was very ac- 
tive and the export traffic in lumber 
to the United States shows a consid- 
erable increase over last year, West- 
bound traffic from the manufacturing 
centres of the east was satisfactory 
and while there has been a tendency 
to restrict buying of manufactured 
goods in the United States on account 
of the adverse exchange situation, the 
policy being to keep the Canadian dol- 
lar at home. 

In the movement of cattle to west- 
ern marketing centres the co-ordina- 
ted lines delivered practically 60 per 
cent. of the cattle marketed at the 
Union Stockyards in Winnipeg, while 
it received a full share of the move- 
ment to eastern markets, principally 
Toronto and Montreal, and the ser- 
vice given was such as to call forth 
favorable comment from livestock 
shippers. 

The National Railways were called 
upon to handle a heavy crop move- 
ment. During the year government 
control of wheat came to an end and 
with the termination of control there 
was a slackening in operations of the 
milling companies, Activity was, 
however, later resumed in this line of 
industry and Western Canadian mill- 
ers again reached out into the 
world’s markets and sent the products 
of their industry in which they were 
accustomed to do business prior to 
the war. 

Any review of traffic matters would 
be incomplete without reference to 
the party belng played by the Cana- 
dian Government Merchant Marine 
operated in connection with the Can- 
adian National Railways. The Mer- 
chant Marine fleet opened up many 
new foutes and Canadian products 
were handled on Canadian-owned 
steamships to all portions of the 
world. Services were maintained 
from Atlantic potts to the West In- 
dies aud South America, to British 
ports and via the Mediterranean to 
Iadia and the Dutch East Indies.

year transported from the forts of 
Greece, the Levant and Spain by the 
Canadian Government Merchant Mar- 
ine steamer, Canadian Rancher, which 
made calls at Mediterranean ports and 
voyaged to Montreal with a cargo of 
currents from Greece and nuts and 
raisins from Spain, the goods being 
transported by-rail from Montreal to 
trade centres of the Dominion, includ- 
ing Winnipeg and Vancouver, whence, 
in turn, they were distributed.to the 
prairies and interior British’ Colum- 


Mies engaged in the handling of 
freight traffic of the National system 
in the coming year will have one aim 
“An increasingly efficient service to 
the shipping public.” Fortified with 
a determination to give such a service 
to their patrons and with the system 
reaching practically every corner of 
the land where the hum of industry is 
heard, the officers and employees of 
the People’s Road are hopeful that 
the National system will share in an 
ever-increasing degree in the prosper- 
ity which is bound to come to the 
Dominion, 


How Science Progresses 


Can Now Photograph Finger Prints 
Without Aid of Camera. 

An important contribution to the 
standard methods employed in secur- 
ing finger prints for purposes of 
identifying criminals is described with 
illustrations in the February Popular 
Mechanics Magazine. It has been 
made by one of the country's oldest 
and best-known experts in this line, 
and ig a method of making negatives 
of finger prints found on transparent 
objeects, without the use of a camera. 

The new method consists in dusting 
the finger prints found on transparent 
objecte such as bottles, paper weights, 
window glass, table glassware, book- 
case doors, etc., with aluminum dust, 
which brings out sharply all the de- 
tails of the curving lines in the skin 
which. make a print a sure means of 
identification. The next step is to 
lay a film’ over the prints after putting 
the object in a dark place. To make 
the exposure, a lighted match is held 
for an instant in such a position that 
its rays will shine through the trans- 
parent object onto the film, where a 
perfect negative is secured. 

Not only does this improvement in 
copying finger prints eliminate all 
measurements and camera adjust? 
ments neecessary in getting camera- 
made negatives the exact size of the 
original, but in many cases only by 
the new method can a full record of 
the prints of all fingers and thumb 
be secured on the same negative and 
at the same time. Thus a bottle, 
which a criminal has grasped in com- 
mitting his crime, will leave prints 
extending two-thirds around the bot- 
tle, and to photograph them with a 
camera necessitates making several 
negatives.

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Developing Water Power 
Of Northern Saskatchewan 


‘The natural resources of the ex-| 
treme north of the Province of Sas- 
katchewan aro dealt with in a report, 
copy of which has been handed by the 
Provincial Pollee to T. M. Molloy, 
commissioner of the Bureau of Labor 
and Industries. The report is pre- 
pared by Constable Chappuis, Te a la 
Crosse detachment, and deals with the 
patrol through Northern Saskatche- 
wan along the route of travel from 
lle a la Crosse to Fond du Lac and} 
Selwyn Lake. 

In speaking of the water power in| 
this portion of the province, Con-| 
stable Chappuis states: 

“Starting at the north end of Ue a 
la Crosse Lake ,the Churchill River 
enters Hudson's Bay at Fort 
Churehill, The current is strong, 
swift and clear, the Churchill Rapids 
being worthy of note on account of 
the possibilities of some future de- 
velopment of the tremendous power 
of water 
half-way between Ile a la Crosse and | 
Souris River, the fall is about 14 feet} 
fn 200 yards and a dam could be 


easily constructed below the rapids 
as the banks are solfd and fairly) 
high. The Drum Is another lively 


rapid, situated near Lipper Lake. Ij 
consider that these places would be 
suitable for the development of hydro- 
energy. 

“Lake Athabasea,” he continues, re- 
ferring to the enormous bodies of: 
water in the north, “is the second 
largest lake fn the Province of Sas- 
katchewan, being fully 260 miles 
long and 50 miles wide. Only three- 
quarters of it fs in Saskatchewan, 
the other portion being In Alberta, 50} 
that Reindeer Lake, which is 165 miles} 
long and 45 miles wide, takes tho pre- 
mier place as the largest body of} 
water in Saskatchewan. 

“Commercial fishing is carried on 
extensively in the principal lake dis- 
trict,” Constable Chappuis goes on, 
“whitefish, lake trout, tolobes and 
dores being the most common kinds 
caught. -This industry keeps fully 
one hundred teams busy hauling fish 
over the ice in winter to the rail- 
heads, most of the fish going to the 
United States market. 

“There is a large variety of fur- 
bearing animals in this district- and 
the fur trade is the chief occupation, 
the most numerous fur-bearing ani- 
mals being muskrat, weasel, mink, 
‘marten, fox, and beaver. Big game 
is also plentiful, chief among which 
are the barren land caribou, moose, 
woodland caribou and jumping deer.) 
The barren land caribou keeps to the 
barren land during the ‘summer 
montlis and comes south about the 
beginning of November.” 

Referring to timber, he states that) 
there is not a great deal of mer- 
chantable timber in tho district, al- 


though between Green Lake and But-| 
falo Lake there are strips of good 
spruce standing that would be well| 


worth cutting but would not justify 
the erection of a big mill. “Forest 
fires,” he says, “have done a lot of 
damage and have spoiled a lot of 
good young timber.” 

According to the report there are 
some strips of open land suitable 
for cultivation, and also meadows 
where good hay in fairly large quan- 
titles can be obtained between Green 
Lake and Ile a la Crosse. Thousands 
of tons of hay go to waste every 
year, but owing to the fact that there 
are periodical rains which flood these 
hay lands, Constable Chappuis be- 
Meves that until they are drained 
farming or ranching would be a haz- 
ardous occupation fn this part of the 
province.

Evidence Of Life 
Found On Moon 


Astronomers Report Finding Vegeta’ 
tion and Fleecy Mountains. 

Dr, C, C, Booth, John H. Chase and 
T. G. Beede, well-known Ohio astrono- 
mers, have announced their belief in 
the discovery of life on the moon, 
hitherto regarded as a dead planet. 
Mr. Beede operates one of the largest 
in Ohtfo, All three are 
recognized observers. 

“Wo found a beautiful fleecy effect 
from one mountain to another,” said 
Mr, Chase, “and agreed that one of 
the mountains we had seen was Aris- 


tarohs, from which a cloud extended | 


to Herodotus. We found Aristarohs 
to be a mountain that glitters, and is 
composed probably af shystals. We 
also observed a streak of light with 
changing colors between it, and Hero- 


discovered a low form of vegetation 

“We saw an apparently per- 
manent rock formation, but which we 
believe might be 
being thrown out by craters. 
fact would further indicate existence 
of life on the satellite.” 

Mr. Chase said their study of-the 
moon followed reports by Prof, Pick- 
ering, of Harvard, who said he had 
observed white patches on the edge 
of the highest craters and fleecy 
streaks changing in 
well as color changes. According to 
Prof. Pickering, the white patches 
donate snow, the fleecy streaks clouds, 
and the changing of 
vegetation.
